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Vigorous directions of thinking 
and acting is to some degree in­ 
bred, and to some degree follows 
physical soundness 
and vitality. 
But largely it results from training 
and example. The thought patterns 
of men which prevent such direct 
ness are a motley garment of so 
elal inheritance. 
College can change that condi 
tion, first by selection of its fac 
ulty. If they are men and women 
whro think 
straight 
and 
aet 
straight, they furnish an environ­ 
ment in which students can become 
used to that tempter. 
There can be developed the ex­ 
pectation and desire for such traits 
to. become normal qualities of nor 
mal men and women. 
Unless fac 
ulty members 
actually care for 
these qualities themselves, and are 
willing to pay a great price for 
them, this result will not follow. 
The tempter of exacting schol­ 
arship, both in science and the 
humanities, has the quality of vig 
orous following through to concio 
sions. Acquaintance with it is one 
of the chief values of a college ed­ 
ucation.
